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Preserving
Pointers

“If thn price of sugar is probibitive
one may can peaches so that they will
keep eﬁnltely by uosing plain water
instend|of sirup. Theé foilowing reclpe
may ba used,” says the United SBtates
department of agricuiture:

“Rembye skins from peaches by im-
mersing in bolllng water for about oue
minute And then dipplog in cold water.
Place whole peaches In glass jars or
tins and ANl jars with hot water. Place
rubber and top In place. and sterliize
for fiftaan minutes in hot water bath
autfits, twelve minutes in water senl,
ten minutes at Gve pounds steam pres-
sure or five minutes at ten pounds
steum pressure.

“Of course the peachea when remov-
ed from the jar will not taste so sweet
as those canned in sirnp. However, if
sweetening Is desired it may be added
when the fruit is to be enten,

**This same method is good for ecan-
ning with sirups containing varying
nmounts of sugar. A very thin sirup
may Le used if the housewife does not
wish to dispense entlrel;- with the
sugor,

“Apples may also be canned (ror ap-
re sauce, ple filling, ete.). using plain
water instead of a sugar sirup. De-
partment specialists have repeatedly
canned tbem by this method. iIn the
case of apples jars should be sterilized
sixteen minutes In hot water bath out-
fite, twalve minptes in water seal. ten
minntes nnder five pounds of steam
ind four minutes under ten poundn of
[team.”

It Was Worked .b_y Stonewall
Jackson, and It-Wen.

HIS MOST IMPORTANT ORDER

It Was Given by £he Cool Headed Con-
federate Commander to a Confused
Federal Soldier, and 1t Was Prompt-
ly Obeyed—A Lucky Escepe. 4

. Perhaps the most Important order
‘thnt Stonewnll Jackson ever issued—
.certainly the most vitn} to himseifr—is
not in the ofiiclal war records. The
order was given Iu person by J2ackson
to n northern .artiliery officer ns he
stood In full nniform ready for battle
beside his gun, und, strangest of ali,
was ai once executed by him, With the
result that the battle wans lost by the
Federnl arms.

Juckson’s action on this occasion fur-
nishes a striking lilustration of the
value of a cool héad and presence of
mind In an' emergency—on' an impor-
tant occnsion when the entirely nnex-
pected happens—at a time when wavy-
ering or indecision would restilt in dis-
aster. That he was sble instoutly to
gmasp the situation and-daringly mas-
ter it is a tribute to his qulckness of
judgment and his coudage. '

It was on a spring knornlng in 1862,
Just before the battle of Port Iepub-
e, Jackson in'advance ef ui# troops,
with only n single escort; gallopad
across the bridge over ihe Shennndoah
river into the town, which stood on the
east bavk. ILearning that the army
of Genpersl Shields was still a guod
many miles away and confident rhat
his own troops would be In pesression
‘fong before the enemy, hé rode to a
‘residence at thé farther end of the vil-
Inge, where be spent nearly an hoor.

But meantime the energetic 8hields—
whom Jackson declared to be his most
formidable opponent—had, thrust for-
'I;'urd a small, swift column to occupy
Port Republie, selze the bridge and
balt Jackson's ndvance. So rapldly did
it move thnt it gained both objects
\without firiog n sbat. More than that,
Jackson wns a prhonmq-lf any one
bad known it!
